Thank you for your letter of June 25, 1987 regarding the 
Administration's position on antidumping amendments to S. 1420, 
the "Omnibus Trade and Competitiveness Act of 1987," dealing 
with exporter's sales price (ESP). These provisions were 
considered and adopted by the Senate on June 30, 1997, as 
amendment #357 to S. 1420. 

The Administration recognizes that some of our trading partners 
have provisions in their dumping laws and regulations which 
are similar to those proposed in amendment #357, and I fully 
understand why they would seem advantageous to you. This Admin- 
istration, however, continues to believe that amendment #357 
would, if enacted, severely impair our exporters by encouraging 
countries to stretch the boundaries of their unfair trade laws 
even further through copying other adverse assumptions which 
we make in dumping cases. In addition, the Department of 
Commerce's current treatment of related-party profit and ESP 
offset provide for accurate and fair comparisons of prices in 
dumping cases. 

The Administration will continue to consult with our trading 
partners concerning the elimination of these ESP practices 
abroad. I appreciate your taking the time to explain your 
position on this issue.
